Score Gaps for Student Groups 


In 2009, female students in Connecticut had an average 
score that was higher than male students. 

In 2009, Black students had an average score that was 36 
points lower than White students. This performance gap 
was wider than the nation (27 points). 

In 2009, Hispanic students had an average score that was 
27 points lower than White students. This performance gap 
was not significantly different from the nation (22 points).
